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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 7-9 (claim 7 is directed towards species b) are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species b-d, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 12/23/04. 

2. Applicant's election of species a in the reply filed on 12/23/04 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is'not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Arai 
(US 5,51 1 ,441 A) and in further view of Onishi (US 5,81 0,382 A). 

The applied reference has a common assignee and inventor with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
might be overcome by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed 
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but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is 
thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed 
subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not 
claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 
CFR 1.131; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the application 
and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). For applications filed on or after November 29, 
1999, this rejection might also be overcome by showing that the subject matter of the 
reference and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Arai discloses a folding mechanism for a stroller comprising a casing 4, a pair of 
pipes 15 forming a handle, an actuating member (or structure) 6, and an operating 
member with a pulley 5 has a slot and projection 31 , and said actuator has a slot and 
projection 63,53, wherein said actuator causes said pulley to rotate and allow the 
stroller to be folded, as shown in figure 6. Arai does not disclose the pipes as being 
hinged up by the actuator casing. Onishi does disclose a stroller with an actuator 
casing 6 and hinged pipes 4,5, as shown in figures 2A-2B. It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have hinged the 
pipes of Arai up towards the actuator casing as taught by Onishi in order to fold the 
stroller inwards rather than downwards for a more slender and compact storage. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



5. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
